AMD this Is what the law ol New 
York state says, Section 370. 
“The legal rate of interest shall

Every bank charging more than 6 
per cent interest is violating the laws, 
and knows it. 
In the case of private 
individuals, any bank charging more 
than G per cent would be unable to 
recover in court.

Riverton Reclamation Scheme 
it would be interesting to know what may he the 
thoughts of Secretary of the Interior Roy O. West, hav­ 
ing gone over the ground, regarding the pleas of the 
members of the two houses of congress from Wyoming 
for the expenditure of more millions on the Riverton 
reclamation scheme in that state to extract money from 
the treasury of the United States. 
Up to the present, the government has expended about 
12 ,000,000 on the construction of irrigation works and 
plans to spend about $6,000,00 to complete the Job. 
.Yet federal legislators 
from 
Wyoming, regardless of 
party lines, are crying out for further development in 
the face of the fact that there has been practically no 
demand for the farming land already developed for the 
raising of alfala, clover, small grain, 
potatoes, sugar 
beets and hardy vegetables. 
The government has advertised the land thus reclaim­ 
ed far and wide and there is an understanding that the 
■will not hnve to combat wolves, prairie dogs and rattle- 
they may take over. But there to little demand for new 
and untried land twenty miles away from a railroad, 
co little, In fact, that there are only about a dozen set­ 
tlers on the 20,000 acres on which irrigation works have 
been constructed at a cost of approximately $2,000,000. 
When completed, the Riverton project, the estimated 
cest of the reclaiming of which to $7,000,000, will in­ 
clude 100,000 acres. 
In other words, the reclaiming of 
the land will cost $70 an acre, for which price real land 
in a civilized community—right 
here in Columbiana 
county, let us say—may be purchased, anti the purchaser 
not have to combat wolves, 
prairie dogs and rattle­ 
snakes. 
And here’s another way of looking at it. 
If a dozen 
settlers locate on 20,000 acres, that proportion will give 
sixty settlers for 100,000 acres, or an expenditure of 
1110,666.67 for each settler. 
Any way one may look at it, the thing doesn t look 
Uke good financing for the interests of the taxpayers 
of the nation. 


Installment Buying 
A hanker, discussing Installment 
buying which has 
■ reached the immense total in this country of $6,600,000,- 
OOO a years, is uncertain whether the benefits or dangers 
are greater. 
He regrets that Americans are developing so much of 
s tendency to live on next week’s or next m onths or 
next year's income instead of money already earned, 


j This looks unthrifty, and may make trouble lf hard 
times come. 
On the other hand, be finds that bank deposits are 
•teadily increasing and the life Insurance companies are 
doing a bigger business right along. 
In spite of this 
buying on deferred payments, more people than ever 
are saving money and safeguarding their families against 
unexpected death. 
Moreover, figures are said to show 
that firms doing an installment business were not ser­ 
iously affected by tile business depressions of 1914 and 
1921. 
This, the banker remarks, may not indicate similar 
immunity hereafter. 
The far greater extent of Install­ 
ment buying may make a big difference, leaving multi­ 
tudes of buyerr unable to meet their payments and em­ 
barrassing their creditors accordingly. Rut. as he con­ 
cludes, nobody knows. 
So far, in spite of moralistic warnings, business men 
generally seem to consider the new policy a good thing 
for the community, stabilizing business, increasing the 
•pread of trade and extending prosperity. 


Corn Pudding Abroad 
Paris has discovered cornmeal pudding, and likes it. 
Paris chefs, of course, have to make it by a fussy pro­ 
cess, and call it by a fancy name. 
"Souffle Ascanio’’ 
is the term they use, and the stuff has to be mixed ac 
cording to a mystic formula and "stirred quickly and con­ 
stantly for one or two hours.” 
Otherwise it’s recogniz­ 
able as a sort of cross between American corn meal 
B ush and cornstarch pudding 
Every little thing like this helps the American farm­ 
er, who raises more corn than anything else. Europeans 
have been strangely slow in discovering the merits of 
this American grain and the many palatable and nu­ 
tritious dishes that can be made with it. 
Farm relief 
might well include a foreign corn publicity campaign.

er of the yield of the kitchen garden. 
Almost every 
known kind of vgetable can be produced on American 
soil and yet foreign produce Is able to come in anti coni 
pete to the tune of more than $25,000, OOO a year. 
Mod­ 
ern trade to so organized, however, that at the sam* time 
w 
are importing vegetables w< also are exporting them, 
although the exports amount in value to less than half 
of the imports. 
The potato is an interesting example especially In 
view of the fact that It to a distinctly native product. 
RD Walter Raleigh discovered the lowly potato on his 
first voyage to Virginia, the produce of tho Indian vil 
lagos he encountered 
He ft was who Introduced the 
vegetable, now become a Daple, into England. 
Oddly 
enough, It now is known as the Irish potato because 
of ifs hearty adoption by the people of Erin who found 
It easy to raise and abounding in nourishment. 
There was much prejudice against the potato when it 
first was introduced in England. 
Conservative English 
men who looked askance at America, the land of the 
heathen red man, took embrace at the introduction of 
the vegetable to English tables and felt so keenly about 
It that they organized a society in an attempt to prevent 
further Imports. 
If was called the Society for the Pre 
vent Ion of Ungodly Diet. 
It will 
he 
noted that the 
Initial letters of this society were S. r. U. I). 
From that 
organization we obtain the potato’s 
nickname, spud 
Rut the vegetable proved too 
valuable an 
article of 
diet to he dispensed with sn easily and lo w has become 
as much of a staple in England and other European 
countries as it to here. 
Aroostock county in Maine produces more potatoes 
than any other county; indeed it, is given over almost 
wholly to production of the stnple. 
Idaho in recent years 
tins risen in the scale as a potato raiser but there to no 
state of the Union which 
does not. add Its quota. 
In 
spite of this the United States, according to department 
of commerce figures, imports annually some $8,300,000 
worth of white potatoes 
and 
exports but $3,496,000 
worth. 
Another American product which met with a cool re­ 
ception upon being Introduced in England was tobacco. 
King James the First, son of the famous Mary, Queen 
of Scots, was intensely prejudiced against It and in 1604 
Issued an order to the Earl of Dorset, Lord High Trees 
urer of England, instructing him to levy a tax of six 
shillings and eightpence a pound upon every import of 
tobacco Into the Kingdom. 
This was a prohibitive tax 
and resulted in much smuggling. 
The King set forth 
in his order which took the form of a sort of proclama­ 
tion, that whereas tobacco was a drug which at first 
had been used only ns a medicine it had come Into use 
by "a member of ryatous 
and disordered persons of 
meane and base condition.” 
Not content with lt vvlrig this tax, His Majesty wrote a 
short book exposing the evils of tobacco. 
It to called 
A Counterblaste to Tobacco. 
However, the tax didn’t lart very long and tobacco 
became the chief source of wealth In the trade between 
England and the colonies, indeed becoming of such im­ 
portance that It was used as a sort of currency. 
Although of American origin, being first found In use 
among the Indians, tobacco to grown In considerable 
quantities in other parts of the world and just na we 
import potatoes in substantial quantities so do we bring 
in tobacco from abroad. Turkish tobacco, having a some­ 
what different body and aroma is imported, but the 
chief imports are of cigars and cigar tobacco from Cuba. 
The next largest item of vegetable imports Into the 
United States covers tomatoes. 
More than eighty mil­ 
lion pounds are imported annually. 
Sixty-eight per cent 
of Mexico’s shipments of green vegetables to the United 
State , consists of tomatoes. 
We obtain most of our to­ 
mato imports from that country althugh some come 
from Cauada and some from the West Indies. Dry beans 
and chick pea* slivw up largely in vegetable Imports, 
well over $5,000,000 worth coming In every year. A large 
trade In turnips has hee 
developed by Canadian grow­ 
ers who ship them Into the United States by trainload. 
The odoriferous garlic comes in from Spain and Italy 
to the extent of 0231.000 a year while Bermuda and other 
countries send us nearly $2,000,000 worth of onions an­ 
nually. 
We import not far short of $2,000,000 worth of 
mushrooms each year. 
Next to potatoes our largest 
vegetable export Is dried beans. 
Well over $2,000,000 
worth of these are sold out of the country each year. 
These figures all relate to fresh vegetables, 
(’aimed 
vegetables bring up the total to a high point. Fruit ex 
people. 
Grapefruit, too. come in large quantities, al- 
This relates to both fresh fruie and canned. 
Of course, 
our most notable fruit import is the tropical banana 
which never has lost Its popularity with the American 
people. 
Grapefruit, too. come in In large quantities, al­ 
though domestic production is high and gaining every 
year. 
Formerly almost ail of our dates and figs came 
from the Near East but domestic production has ad­ 
vanced to sue 1 an extent that a large part of the de­ 
mand is met by American production.

In this letter the lady sets out 
the statem ent that on the occasion 
of Governor Sm ith’s visit to the state

Sanford, and the story is that Gov­ 
ernor Smith was disgustingly intoxi­ 
cated, so much so th at when he a t­ 
tempted to arise to make an address 
he had to be helped to his feet by 
two persons, one each side.”
